Zeppelin Raid on English 
Capital Inflicts Exten- 
sive Damage. 


GERMAN AIRCRAFT 
UNDER HEAVY FIRE 


Reports Indicate Lessening 
of Furious Fighting in 
Rumania. 


Today's War News 


Given in Summary 


Latest reports regarding the im- 
portant campaign in the Rumanian 
province of Dobrudja indicate a les- 
sening in the intensity of the strug- 
ble between the invading armies of 
the central powers and the Russians 
and Rumanians facing them. 


Field Marshal von Mackensen's in- 
itial attempt to break the allied lines 
formed to 
defend 
the 
Constanza- 
Tchernaveda 
railroad, evidently 
has 
failed, the opposing forces apparently 
are now virtually deadlocked along 
tlie front from the Danube to the 
Black sea. 
The crrrent 
statement 
from Bucharest announces only artil- 
lery duels along the Danube. 
It de- 
clares, however, that the Rumanians 
have made some progress on 
their 
left flank which rests on the sea- 
coast. 
In the invasion of Transyl- 
vania the Rumanians report success 
:n an attack at Hermanstadt where 
SOO men and five machine guns were 
captured. 
Nearly 
7,000 
prisoners 
have been taken by the Rumanians 
so far in their 
Transylvania 
cam- 
paign. 


Todav's official 
statement 
from 
Petrograd declaring no events of im- 
nortance have 
occurred 
along the 
Russian or Caucasus fronts is one 
'^f the laconic sort customarily issued 
by the war office when decisive re- 
sults in pending operations are lack- 
ing. It is probable, however, that ad- 
verse weather conditions are playing 
an important part in shaping events 
hampering the activities of the com- 
batants in various 
fields. 


OfiScial reports 
and 
private 
dis- 
natches indicate the fall rains are in- 
terfering with the progress of hostil- 
ities on virtually all the battle fronts. 
Tn mountainous regions such as the 
Alpine districts 
and 
the Caucasus, 
rool weather and snow add to the dif- 
ficulties 
of the combatants. 


On the Somme front in northern 
France heavy bombardments are in 
progress. 
London announces the re- 
pulse of a German 
attack 
on the 
right flank east of Courcelette. 


At Verdrn the Germans attacked 
near Vaux-Chapitre wood, east of the 
Meuse, but were easiJv repulsed, the 
French war office states.

Fires that lasted 
a long time were observed to break 
out as the result of bombs dropped, 
the German stateir/rnt 
declares.

Cliarles Sumner Bash, prominent bus- 
iness man of Fort Wayne, and one of 
its public spirited citizens, died at his 
home, 1114 West Wnyne street, Sun- 
day afternoon, at the age of sixty-thrr.e 
years, 
lie had been ill for months suf- 
fering from arterio 
sclerosis, but

condition did not become critical until 
two weeks ago. 


His death comes as a shock not only 
to hundreds of Fort Wayne citizens, but 
to friends througliout the 
state.

graduate of the Fort Wayne liigh schooi. 
Following his graduation he entered tlie 
grain and seed business Avith the 
firm 
of S. Bash and companj'. 
He continued 
in this business until his death. 
For 
many years he had been head of the 
company. 


Mr. Bash's business connections were 
many.

stockholders in the Home Telephone and 
Telegraph company and had been pres- 
ident of the company for many ye.art. 
He served as a member of the board of 
directors of the Hamilton National bank 
and also of the f'ort Wayne

New York, Sept. 25.—Labor organiza- 
tions. including about 100,000 Avorkers, 
meet today to vote on the question of 
joining the proposed general strike tu 
take effect here Wednesday 
morning. 
Ernest Böhm, secretary of the confer- 
ence 
of labor 
leaders, 
directing the 
movement, asserted that unions repre- 
senting 179,500 
AVorkers 
already had 
A'oted to quit work. 


In some instances it appeared that 
the strike movement had been approved 
by the executive committee or executive 
councils of the governing bodies of trade 
unions, but had not yet been passed up- 
on ITy the local unions.' In other cases 
the unions haA'e empoAvered their offi- 
cials to call them out. 
One of the 
large unions voted to quit ATork if the 
other trade unions did the same, 


A meeting of the leaders Asrill be held 
this afternoon to hear the reports from 
the local unions. 
Among those to vote

stock raising and fruit growing.

sary funds. 
Money is clieap, compar- < 
atively in some parts of the state, hs 
continued but because of the rate of 
taxation over the state as a whole, it 
is impossible for an individual In the 
state to loan on mortgages because the ; 
farmer borrower cannot pay high enougth 
interest. 
The money the farmer bor- ' 
rows comes from trust companies and 
insurance companies, ho said, because, 
they are not subject to the same rate of 
taxation.

Sept. 2ö.—Elimination of 
the Avord "damn"' from the Episcopal 
prayer book and the substitution of the 
Avord "condemn" is recommended by tlie 
commission on revision of the prayer 
book, in a report to be submitted to 
the triennial conA-ention of tho Protest- 
ant Episcopal church at St. Louis next 
month. 
It is proposed to change t-he , 
disapproA-ed Avord in parts of the Scrip- • 
ture Avhen it is quote in the liturgical . 
services. 
The commission argues that

New Sensations Coiae in 
the McDaniels Case at 
St. Joseph, Mo. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Sept. 25.—Oscar D. 
McDaniels, prosecuting attorney, was ar- 
rested here last night on a state warrant 
charging him with the murder of his 
wife, Harriet Moss McDaniel, wHo w^as 
found dying in her bedroom the night 
of July 15. 
McDaniel laughed when ar- 
rested, and on his way to police head- 
quarters obtained permission 
to 
buy 
some cigars. 
her husband, who told during an exhaus- 
tive coroner's inquest of a 
mystifying 
and sensational series of circumstances 
which excited public feeling to a high 
pitch. The murder of Mrs. McDaniel was 
coupled with an alleged attempt to kill 
the prosecutor also and in public state- 
ments Mr. McDaniel charged that law 
violators against whom he had been ac- 
tive were responsible for the crime. 
On 
the night of the murder Mr. McDaniel 
testified at the inquest he received a de- 
coy telephone message which took him 
down town in his automobile. 
He re- 
turned home after finding no one who 
knew of the message. 
,As he alighted 
from liis car in front of his garage, a shot 
was fired at hiui, he said, followed by 
several others. 
Crouching behind 
the 
car he returned the fire with a pistol 
which 
he 
was 
carrying 
because • of 
threats which had been made against his 
life. 
He was uninjured and hurried into 
the house when the firing ceased. 
Up- 
stairs in bed he discovered his wife dy- 
ing from wounds inflicted by some blunt 
instrument. 
Nearby their children still 
slept undisturbed. 
Mrs, McDaniel never 
recovered 
consciousness 
sufficient 
to 
make a statement. 


The prosecutor took an active personal 
interest in the investigation of the mur- 
der and public hearings held by the cor- 
oner over a period of several weeks. Sub- 
stantial rewards were offered for the ar- 
rest of the murderer. 


Several persons were suspected in con- 
nection with the case but all later were 
released. 
A new feature was injected by 
a number of anonymous letters, crudely 
written which purported to confess the 
crime, alleging as a motive a desire for 
revenge against the prosecutor. 
It was 
believed these letters were written by an 
inmate of the county jail awaiting trial 
but no charges were made in this con- 
nection.

The Indiana 
Battleground 


Advance predictions that Indiana was to be made the storm cen- 
ter of the political battleground this year are being amply borne out 
by developments in bringing the big artillery into action in this, 
state. ]Mr. Hughes has just completed a strenuous three-days tour of 
the state, and he is to return later. Moreover, Mr. Hughes is to be 
follo-vved by a long list of noted republican speakers who are to cover 
every section of the state, and there is evidence that the republican 
committee is willing to make sacrifices elsewhere, if need be, in its 
purpose to win Indiana back into the republican camp. 


But let nobody suspect the democrats are asleep at the switch, 
either. Plans already made call for at least one address in this state 
by the president, while the list of other well-known democratic ora- 
tors who will be heard here is an imposing one. It includes the names 
of Vice President Marshall, ]\Ir. Bryan, Senator Underwood, Senator 
Hoke Smith, Ex-f^enator Townc, Matthew Hale, Massachusetts pro- 
gressive leader, Senator John Sharpe Williams, Ex-Governor Glynn, 
Senator Ollic James and many others of scarcely less prominence, in 
addition to Governor Ralston, Senator Kern and Senator Taggart. 


The actual eifect of Mr. Hughes' tour of the state is, of course, 
problematical. There was everywhere manifest a very natural dc- 
sii'e to see the nominee, and he was given everywhere a respectful 
hearing. 
Those of, his supporters who hoped to see the state torn 
wide open in a pandemonium of entluisiasm for the republican presi- 
dential nominee must have been disappointed. 
Yet there is rather 
less of that sort of thing nowadays than in former years, because 
political expression has come to be more of a quiet mental operation 
than a noisy vocal performance. There is, however, no basis on which 
to "Claim Indiana for Mr. Hughes as a result of the nominee's tour of 
this state. President Wilson and his administration have no firmer 
friends anywhere than tlio.se in Indiana, and this state has no inten- 
tion of deserting the cause of democracy. At the same time, it is pre- 
pared to fully enjoy the distinction that comes with the realization 
that both gceat parties recognize Indiana as the real battleground 
in the contest now as in former years. 


The department of agrienlture lias apportioned the sum of $98- 
r.67 as Indiana's share of the federal fund provided for agricultural 
extension Avui-k during tlie coming year, in connection with state and 
county expenditnre for tlio same purpose. 
So far as one is able to 
judge from reports. Ilie extension Avork of this character carried on 
under the (lin;(;tion of tlie county agents over Indiana is proving not 
only siicccssfiil bnt g(Miora]ly popnlar. Agriculture is about the only 
special endeavor that is thus receiving direct governmental aid, but 
since it is the very foundation of existence for dwellers in city and 
country alike, no effort to advance it, to increase its efficiency and its 
productiveness is open to criticism or complaint. 


Just now no more important duty confronts the Indiana voter 
than to make certain that he is properly registered in order to vote 
in November, or to fix definitely in his mind the purpose to register 
on October U if there is any doubt about it. And not only make sure 
of your own case, but see that your neighbor's attention is also called 
to the matter. You must register if you have moved into a new pre- 
cinct since the last election. You must register , if you did not vote 
following the last registration day. More than 150,000 Indiana voters 
did not go to the polls in 1912, and all of these must register this year 
if they want to have a part in determining the big issues this fall.

This bill 
fixes 
an 
eight-Jnur 
Avorking day as the iniis '¿r i.ay for 
trainmen engaged 
in 
interstate com- 
merce and before it had even been sign- 
ed by the president, it lias seived its 
immediate purpose 
by 
recalling 
the 
strike order which had gone forth. 


Not only did the eight-hoviv aet spare 
this country a period of paralysis and 
distress more overwhelming than 
any 
through Avhich it has ever passed in a 
time of peace, but already it has pn 'ed 
the way for a settlement of the issiics 
upon Avhich the railroads and their em- 
ployes 
deadlocked. 
The 
information 
has come to us that the railroads them- 
eelves are becoming reconciled to tho 
system Avhich the law imposed and tliat 
the litigation to test the constitution- 
ality of the act may never be begun, or 


if begun, may never be carried to the su- 
preme court. 


Whether the 
railroads 
accept tliis 
legislation or not, those of us who A^•ere 
instrumental in placing this laAv upon 
the statute books need offer no ariol- 
ogies for our action. 
We faced a na- 
tional crisis, one involving the welfare 
of every man, Avoman and child in the 
land. 
The president had used all the 
poAver at his command to bring the tAvo 
parties together and had failed. Arbi- 
tration Avas impossible. 
The strike im- 
pended. 
Embargoes had already been 
laid by leading railroads against all per- 
ishable freight, 
that 
is, 
the freight 
v/hich may be described in terms of 
foo<l. 
Prices of the commonest neces- 
sities of life were doubled over-night. 
An appalling 
situation 
confronted u.-= 
and we acted determinedly and decisive- 
ly. 


It is untrue and unjust for any man 
to charge that congress Avas proddel or 
driven in this matter. 
If there Avas any 
¡driving done, it Avas the public interest 
that AA-as the driver. 
No, individual or 
set of individuals 
Avaved 
a bludgiior 
over our heads. 
We Avere the spoko.=i- 
men of the American people and Ave act- 
ed as their spokesmen. 
Both the rail- 
roads and their men are the servants 
of the people and we dealt with them 
as servants, 
not masters. 
That 
one 
side Avas satisfied and the other was not, 
made no difTerence. 


The question of an eight-hour 
day 
was not a new one. 
Every member of 
congress had general information enough 
about it to have been familiar Avith that 
question for years. It came up suddenly, 
it is true, and at an unfortunate time 
for those who Avere anxious for congres? 
to adjourn. 
But it was not more un- 
fortunate for them than it was for the 
commercial interests of the country. It 
came up at a time Avhen the crops were 
about to be moA-ed, and business, it was 
hoped, would be bountiful and prosper 
ous. 
That made it even more serious 
and more nedessary that we should do 
something to relieve the situation.

The president of the United States, 
to Avhom we all look A\ith respect and 
confidence, invited the tAvo parties to 
confer ^ i t h him A v i t h the hope that as 
mediator himself, he might bring abi)ut 
an accommodation of the differences. He 
failed. 
The 
brotherhoods 
ordered 
a 
strike. 
The president thereupon stated 
the case to congress. 
There Avas noth- 
ing neAv in anything he proposed. 
It 
had all been a matter of discussion for 
years. 


In framing this bill the members of 
the committees of the two houses of 
congress having jurisdiction of the sub- 
ject canvassed the situation thoroughly. 
We found that in the conferences which 
had taken place before the president 
laid the matter 
before 
congress, one 
party, the party threatening the strike, 
had agreed to certain propositions Avhich 
he had made to them. 
The other side 
had rejected those propositions, demand- 
ing that full and absolute legislation 
covering the Avhole field should be had 
at once. 
But Ave could not wait 
for 
that. 
There was not time. 
All that we 
could do was to be consistent Avith the 
proceedings which the president and the 
two parties to the controversy had par- 
ticipated in. 


The 
party 
threatening 
the 
strike 
had agreed to certain propositions. W e 
considered it logical that if congress 
enacted those propositions into law, it 
would be unjustifiable for the brother- 
hoods to strike. 
Logically they could 
not strike for we were doing just what 
the president had proposed to them 
and just what they had agreed to ac- 
cept. 
But Ave had no contract Avith 
them. 
We had not talked with any of 
them. 
We folloAved reason in the mat- 
ter and adopted the eight-hour law. 


The statement that this Is an act 
to Increase labor or to take control of 
labor is absolutely without foundation. 
It merely provides that the status quo 
shall be maintained until the operation 
of the eight-hour can be observed by a 
competent commission and until fur- 
ther legislation 
can 
be 
had. 
It is 
merely a truce enforced upon the war- 
ring elements with a fixed hasis of 
peace terms. 
It is merely a protocol 
adopted prior to a permanent treaty. 
Nobody need fear that the committees 
of congress which dealt with this ques- 
tion, nor congress as a body will ever 
deliberately disregard the rights 
of 
either the railroads or their employes. 


They are both servants of the peo- 
ple working to maintain our great sys- 
tem of transportation and we legislated 
upon their interests as such. 
We did 
what we could with the liglit before 
us. 
Unfortunately a crisis was pre- 
cipitated In which Immediately 
and 
effective action was imperative. 
When 
the president moA'^ed in the 
matter, 
making his plain, clear proposition to 
the two sets of men, the railroad man- 
agers were not patriotic enough to ac- 
cept it. 
The other side did accept it. 
The sensable, rational thing to do, in 
that situation, to avert a strike, was 
to do what one side had agreed to. 
It 
w^as a thing which we all knew was 
right, a thing which we all knew ought 
to bo done. 


There never was a fairer or better 
balanced proposition ever made than 
the proposition which President Wil- 
son made to the parties 
deadlocked 
over this issue. 
And he made it in 
the interest of the American people, 
to whom the whole crowd belongs, rail- 
roads and all. The position of the neu- 
tral Is always misunderstood and mis- 
trusted by the parties between whom 
he has intervened. 
Each side thinks 
he is taking the part of the other, and 
that Avas true in this case. 
Both sides 
should have accepted the president's 
proposal in the beginning for it was 
based upon a principle that funda- 
mentally isr right. 


In the passage of the eight-hour act 
congrress adopted a suggestion which 
we all understood, which 
eA-erybody 
understands and which ought to have 
beeni embodied in legislation long ago. 
The other suggestions 
about 
Avhich 
many of us differed and about Avhich 
we had no time to AVork out a basis of 
agreement, we postponed 
for future 
consideration. 
There is one measure 
which the senate should haA-e passed. 
This is the bill increasing the member- 
ship of the intecstate commerce com- 
mission from seven to nine members. 
It has already been adopted by the 
house and should haA'e become a laAv 
Avithout any reference AvhatcA'er to tho 
conditions raised by the strike situa- 
tion.

In making the drop-kick I stand almost 
erect and receive the ball from the cen- 
ter at chest heighth. 
Two steps forward 
should be taken, starting Avith the right 
foot. 
As the second step is taken 
the 
right foot is in position for the toe as the 
ball is dropped to the ground, to be driven 
into the oval. 


It is imperative that the kicker keeps 
his eyes on the ball, taking 
just 
one 
glance at the goal posts before making 
the boot. 
Too many kickers are prone 
to watch the posts and forget about the 
ball. 


Don't advance toward the line of scrim- 
mage upon receiving the ball. 
Practice 
kicking to develop speed and get the ball 
away fast. 


There are two ways of dropping the ball 
—one is to hold it with both hands, the 
other is to hold it with one. 
I prefer the 
one-handed style and use only the palm 
of my right hand. 


The toe should strike the ball immedi- 
ately 
after the oval hits the 
g r o u n d - 
when the ball is about an inch from the 
ground on the upbound. 


Remember this: 
It isn't the fore© you 
put into the kick that spells Succes.s. It's 
the snap, the quickness with which the 
toe meets the ball. 


In punting it is necessary to get away 
long drives in 
order to give your 
men 
time to get down the field under them. 
As in the caso of the drop-kick I have the 
center pass the ball so I will receive it

Practice the "follow through"—that is, 
don't stop the leg the instant the ball is 
booked, but allow it to swing on upward 
as high as it will go. 
The ball should 
strike the instep and no part of it should 
touch the toe. 


In kicking the spiral the instep should 
strike the ball a little toward the end. 
This gives the freakish twist.

Yet with all these so-called defects 
the burly Milwaukeean hai^ cltmg to his 
job for five years. 


As a matter of fact Luderus is one of 
the best long 
distance 
sluggers of the 
period, a splendid run getter and a man 
who knows what to do with the ball when 
he gets it. 


I'ndoubtedly 
Luderus makes many of 
his homers on balls that come down the 
groove. 
Yet, he has a knack of doing a 
lot of things at bat that other 
hitters 
don't. 


Christy Mathewson tells a story 
that 
shoAvs the Quaker first sacker in his true 
light. 
The Giants were playing the Phil- 
lies an important series in Quakertown 
and McGraw was determined to clean up. 


"I hear you can kid Luderus along," 
.said the Little Napoleon to Chief Meyers. 
"Josh him a little when he comes to bat." 


Ludie lumbered to the pan in the second 
round toting a heavy bludgeon and an in- 
nocent smile. 
Meyers was "set" for him. 
He fixed his fingers in a fake signal and 
then addressed Ludie. 


"Look down into my glove," invited the 
noble redman. 
"The best hitters steal the 
signs, you know^."

corner. Fred's mace swung around with a

"I don't need to steal the signs to hit 
that

Meyers as

crossed the plate. 
"Besides, they pulled 
that gag on me in the bushes long ago." 


"I don't want you to talk to that fellow 
any

chief finally got back to the bench. "You 
can't rattle him." 


Indianapolis, Sept. 25.—A plea for t h s 
alumni of various Indiana institutions to 
use their influence to keep good athletic 
material in the state rather than allow- 
ing it to go to other states, was made by 
Ewald O. Stiehm, director of athletics at 
Indiana university a t a recent luncheon' 
of the alumni of that school here. Speak- 
ing of his reason for going to Indiana, ho 
said: 


"I came to Indiana university largely 
because it has been in an athletic rut, 
and because I .hope to disprove the argu- 
ment that poor location climatically and 
a dearth of good material through lack of 
football in the high schools of tho state 
has been 
responsible 
for the 
mediorce 
showing. 


"We siiould see to it that a high school 
athlete goes to Indiana or Purdue and not 
to Illinois, Michigan, 
AV'isconsin or 
the 
east. 
Except in a few particular cases, 
eastern football is superior to that in the 
west, a condition due mostly to material 
gleaned from the 
eastern 
preparatory 
schools."

SIOOADLAWS 


Government Highway^ En- 
gineer 
Says 
Indiana 
Should Do It at Once. 


Xoblesville, Ind., Sept. 25.—Revlsion«^ 
of the three-mile gravel road law of In- 
diana to be undertaken by the 1917 ses- 
sion of the'' Indiana general 
assembly 
was the principal recommendation made 
by Charles H. Moqretjeldv a government 
highway engineer froln Washington, D. 
C., in a written report recently filed with 
the county ollicials here. 
He reached 
his conclusions after careful stud}^ of 
the workings of the law in this state, 
particularh-, however, in this 
(Hamil- 
ton) count}-, in which, it is said, condi- 
tions arc average for the majority of 
the countics in the state. 


•'Systematic 
classification 
and im- 
provement of the country roads, ' saj's 
hie report, '"are utterly impossible, be- 
cause the location and tj'pe of improve- 
ment for each small project are con- 
trolled by a separate set of petitioner.^, 
all of whom are freeholders in the town- 
ship when the improvement is petition- 
ed for, and perhaps none of whom is in- 
terested in having the improvement con- 
form to any preconceived highway sys- 
tem." 


Although 
Mr. Moorefield makes 
iio 
recommendation that a state 
highway 
commission be created by enactment of 
special legislation, he calls attention in 
his report to Indiana having opportun- 
ity to ebtain excellent guidance from 
the experience of other states 
having 
far more advanced laws dealing with 
road im])rovements. 
Among these laws 
are those of states in which roads are 
under the control of state commissions. 


In criticising the results obtained in 
the application of the Indiana law. >Ir. 
Moorefield calls 
attention 
to lack of 
"adequate provision 
for 
planning and 
supervising the construction of the more 
expensive types of roads," as inspection 
is by men 
Avho cannot be paid legally 
more than $2 a day. 
He believes also 
that it would be better if the county 
engineer be placed in charge of 
con- 
structing and maintaining highways in- 
stead of being responsible alone for their 
construotion. 
Lack of snflicient revenue 
for maintenance is also noticeable, he 
believes, and points to it averaging frdm 
$20-to $30 a mile of surfaced road dur- 
in"- the current year. 
Proper mainten- 
ance, he contends, is as important 
as 
proper construction.

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OT so much has been writ- 
ten and said about the part 
Italy plays in 
the

European war as'there has 
been about 
the efforts of 
England, France and

Teutonic allies and, there- 


fore, the impression has been gained by many 
people that Italy was not dolnp much—that her 
share consisted merely of keeping-.an Austrian 
force occupied with watching hei-. 


Then, too, many people in tliis' country, from 
the first moment, have regarded with more or 
less contempt the Italian Govertunent for en- 
tering the war as it did. 
The part of Italy has 
been, bv many, looked upon as an inglorious 
war, entered into solely for tlie tteneflt or her 
landowners, hi which she v/as to pay m flesh 
i.nu :..uud of the common people for new tern- 
tone;-. 
Manv, too, have accused her of treach- 
ery 
M'.varrls Austria and GeFmany, 
claiming 
Vila I . Mnoe .«he w as bound with tliiem by treaty, 
Bhe .-H Ir^ast should have remained neutral since 
she .'.-IS iniM.sposed to help them. 


all 
those 
beliefs and 
accuaotions 
are 
v.-Klf c)i tlip mark. 
Ttalv was not forced into 
th>- \\:!r 
anv dominant class—it wae Gabnele 
d Aiiii iii::k'. pnPt. ulo! of the common people, 
wlio, ii\ lus wnnncs .-ind speeches, drove the 
goveinment into iiiaiviiiK the dec.larg,tlon against 
Austria-Hiing.Trv. 
it w.is the crystaUized sen- 
timent of a maiofit'. of all classes that drove 
the goveirmenl io deoiare war. 


The general belief that Italy has not done 
much IS a mistake. 
Tt is true that she has not 
been able to arocmphsn just exactly the deeds 
that the allied powers laid out for her In their 
general councils, hut tlif^ failure to accomplish 
all these thmgs easily is e.xplained by the un- 
expected counter-offonsive of 
the 
Austnans, 
•which for a time entered onto Italian soil: and 
by the threatening attitude of Germany, which 
compelled It;ily to use many of her troops as 
B. frontier nunrd along the Swiss-Italian fron- 
tier, where it had not been anticipated that any 
would be needed. 


For a long time there were indications, suiji- 
clent to the Italian mind, that Germany would 
Violate the neutrality of Switzerland, much in 
the same manner as she had done with Bel- 
gium; and that a large army would be marched 
through the little republic and debouched Into 
Piedmont. 
It seemed certain that the Swiss 
troops, efficient and well-equipped as they are 
reported to bo, could not withstand for any 
length of time the assaults of a large German 
arinv; therefore, it was up 1o Italy to make 
adequate provision 
to guard 
her frontier in 
this direction. 
And it must be borne in mind 
that this particular section of the frontier was 
unprotected bv fortresses; all the large works 
which servo as frontier guards at the present 
time h.avp bfen built and put into service since 
tlie enfrnnrc of Italy into the conflict. 


This detrf'tion of a large body of men from 
the Trentino and Izono fronts where the actual 
fighting was going on and in both of which 
locfitions the Italians drove back the Teutons 
with heay\ 
losses for considerable 
distances, 
served to .make the Italian offensive much less 
strong tlian it might have been had there been 
no need to detach these large bodies of troops. 
Military experts have given this as the cause 
of Italy's failure to come up to the expectation 
of the English and French generals. 
But, at 
that, the efforts of the peninsular men have 
done just about as much good for the allies 
as though the war had been carried on in ex- 
actly the lines planned by the conferences of 
commanders. 
They 
have kept an 
enormous 
force of Austnans and some 
Germans 
busy 
preventing their advance through Istria 
and 
Trentino, and have inflicted heavy losses on 
the enemy, despite the heavy 
handicap 
of 
mountainous country and 
strong 
fortresses, 
built to take advantage of every natural aid 
<o fortifications. 


The pluck, endurance anû 
the 
unfaltering 
bravery of the Italian forces have been com- 
mented upon but little: yet all these qualities 
ere to be found m almost superlative abundance 
rn all the army corps which have been engaged 
in the fighting. 
Even greater bravery and en- 
durance are required in this theater of the war 
than in Flanders and Champagne, or in Volhy- 
nia 
and 
the 
Caucasus. 
There 
is only 
one 
other .«ector where war is waged with the de- 
gree of Intensity that marks the fighting on 
the Italian frontier—that is at Verdun. 


Every Italian battlefield and engagement Is 
ft miniature Verdun. 
It is a case of bayonet 
your way from point to point, from the fron- 
tier on into Trent or Trieste. 
Each man is re- 
quired to be a thorough soldier. If nothing more. 


To the Italians, trench warfare, as ' it 
Is 
practiced In Flanders and the other theaters 
of war, is a thing impossible until they have 
penetrated far Into the Austrian country. 
At 
the border line between Italy and the Austrian 
Tyrol He the Garnie Alps, a 
high 
mountain 
range much sought by the mountain climbers 
In times of peace. 
This Is the 
range 
that 
Ceasar had grreat difficulty in crossing in the 
d9.ys of the Roman legions; that kept the Eng- 
lish armored knights out of Italy when they 
were paying their visits of conquest to Spain; 
that always depressed the Louises of France 
when they were contending for the Duchy of 
Savoy and other tidbits of territory; and which 
niarked the southern limits of Napoleon's do- 
main. 


» 


This range not only is high, with few practi- 
cable passes, but it also is built of granite 
crags, and its principal product is glaciers and 
avalanches. 
Snow and ice abound; there 
is 
little soli and where a top-soil does exist, it is 
not of sufficient depth to permit the digging 
of trenches, unless the method of blasting them 
out of solid rock be undertaken. 
Therefore, 
instead of semlprotectlve trenchcs from which 
to do their fighting with an occasional dash, 
the Italians were forced to plant themselves bo- 
hmd such cover as happened to be available— 
usually a large rock or .tutting crag—and 
to 
advance in open formation, over ground that 
made it almost impossible to preserve an align- 
ment, and to drive back the enemy at the point 
of the bayonet. 


Tlie Austnans, because of their long occupa- 
tion of this same country, and because they 
had prepared ihanv strong positions 
through 
the mountain passes, were not confronted with 
the hardships the Italians had to bear and it 
was comparatively easy for a small Austrian 
force 
to hold a larger Italian detachment 
at 
bay for a time sufficient to permit reserves to 
arrive and engage in the l)atfle. 


But even then, the AustnaiiK have been gen- 
erally the losers. 
In only one instance have 
they made a .successfu] drive; at that time ihev 
crossed the Ka.'itern frontier line and occupied 
for a timo some square kilometer.s of Italian 
territory, 
from which 
they 
afterwards 
were 
forced bv a counter-drive. 


It 16 on the Trentino front that the worst of 
the hardships are to be met with. 
Many storie.s 
have drifted back, in additoii to the ones con- 
tained from time to time in the official reports 
of the day's fighting, telhng of individual and 
collective bravery and stoicism. 
Officers and 
men alike have been mentioned time and again 
for heroic deeds, and many have received hon- 
orable notice for their quickness in conceiving, 
developing and putting into 
operation 
new 
methods of warfare, peculiarly adapted to the 
nature of this country and often suggested by 
the surroundings in which a meetim; with the 
enem.v took place. 


Lieut. Giovanni Rarracinesca, scion of an old 
family of tlie ancient 
nobility, 
whose 
fore- 
fathers had held titles as princes of the church 
in the dav.s before the temporal powers of the 
Popes were taken away. Is one of those who 
recently was mentioned in dispatches for sev- 
eral services rendered the general staff in de- 
veloping new methods of warfare. 


Sarracinesca, like many of the class to which 
he belongs, adopted the army as his profession 
early In life and was graduated from the Ital- 
ian National College to become an officer of 
one of the Piedmontese regiments—"Alpines"— 
as they are called. 
These are the sturdiest 
fighters in the entire Italian army and 
are 
the pride of the nation because of their many 
exploits in the present war. 
The nature of the 
countrj' in which they are fighting is such as 
to bring out to their full extent the peculiar 
values of tnese soldiers, whoso homes are in 
the mountains and who are trained from youth 
to getting about the crags and pinnacles of 
the Tyrolese Alps. 


Though Sarracinesca was a youth—only 23 
wnen the war began—he was Judged an officer 
of sufficient capabilities to be with a part of 
the advance guard in the initial fighting. Im- 
mediately after war was declared. 
And, In one 
of the first engagements of the conflict, he 
proved his worth and Justified tlie confidence 
placed in him, with the result that he was de- 
tached from his command and made one of 
the "eyes of the general 
staff"—an 
officer 
whose duty Is solely to study warfare as it is 
carried on in actual engagements, and to sug- 
gest to the commanding officers such changes 
and alterations of methods as may seem to 
him likely to re.sult in benefit to the army. 


This exploit of ijarraclnesca's 
never 
was 
mentioned 
In detail by the general 
reports, 
but a sergeant of the Piedmontese regiment of 
which his company formed a part, lately re- 
counted the tale In all its details. 
It seema 
that when the army first Invaded the Trentino, 
making a sharp dash for the city from which 
the district derives its name, two companies of 
this regiment were sent far In advance of the 
main body of troops, which was then endeavor- 
ing to force a passage through a pass of the 
Agno Valley. 
One of the companies was that 
In which Sarracinesca was lieutenant. 


The first thing the Italians knew of the af- 
fair was when the Austrian gunpers opened 
up at close range. 
A shower of bullets from 
rifles and machine guns plowed through and 
through the small command; a^dr seemingly, 


the sharpshooters of the Austrians had rnafli; 
{special effort.«? to kill the officers, for, in the 
first firing, all fell with the exception of Sar- 
racinesca; and ho received a bullet tn the left 
shoulder which, however, infiirteri only a flesh 
wound, though it caused consuierable loss of 
blood. 


Sarracinesca, however, was not daunted, anrt 
he quickly shouted commands to the men near- 
est him and succeeded in rallying the survivors 
of the volleys at a point about 800 yards to 
the rear, where there was shelter from behind, 
and where he could hope to withstand even m 
large force. 


The plan of the Austnan commander evident- 
ly had been to destroy this entire detachment 
at a blow, but his command to fire had been 
given before it was entirely enfiladed, and, as 
a coiisequcnce, about two-thirds of 
the 
two 
companies had survived in condition to shoot 
a gun, althougl", all the officers except 
Sar- 
racinesca had been stricken mortally. 
And, at 
t-hat time, troops were more eager for battle 
tlian thev are at present; so, seeing that some 
of the Italians had escaped and that there was 
only a small number ol them, the 
Austrian 
commander abandoned liis 
well-chosen 
posi- 
tion and proceeded to pursue those troop.s which 
had Withdrawn to the position chosen by the 
young officer. 


Seeing their advance, Sarracinesca withdrew 
his men up the steep side of the pass to a 
liigher position, losing only a few in executing 
tlie niovoment. 
Now, lie iiad a position witii 
a natural breastwork, to which the en^my had 
to climb up a steep path. 
But the Austrians 
were not going to retire with this prey within 
what seemed easy reach, so a large force im- 
mediately began an advance up the hill. 


Sarracinesca, himself, setting 
the 
example 
with his unhurt arm, put a portion of the men 
to work, detaching huge granite bowlders from 
their age-old bases and sending them hurtling 
down hill into the ranks of the eneiiiy, break- 
ing up their formations and causing mucn con- 
fusion among them. 
The remainder 
of 
his 
force, working the guns as fast as thev coulil 
fire accurately, poured a stream of lead into 
the attackers and many of them were killed. 
Five distinct 
charges were repulsed by thfs 
method; 
then 
Sarracinesca 
found, 
like 
thfc 
Americans at Bunker Hill, that he had no moro 
ammunition. 


The enemy soon found this out also, for the 
next charge they made was opposed only by 
the rolling bowlders and by smaller 
stones, 
hurled with the full force of the sturdy moun- 
taineers. 
With a lusty cheer, they soon cov- 
ered the hillside and swarmed over the breast- 
work, behind which Sairacinesca and his men 
were intrenched. 
There 
they were met 
witii 
bayonet and stiletto. 


After twenty minutes of sucn primitive, sav- 
age, relentless figlating, he was able to call to 
the small knot of survivors: 


"Here they come!" 
The sharp ping of rifles rang out In the pass 
below, for the Austrians, too, had sighted the 
oncoming force—a large detachment of cavalry, 
the horses steaming from their galloj) and the 
fording of streams, and the men riding for 
all their worth, the while they unslung their 
carbines and prepared to get Into action. 


But they didn't get any action at this point, 
for the Austrian commander, realizing that his 
force could not stand against a body of heavy 
cavalry in the open, quickly withdrew the at- 
tacking column to the shelter of his previous 
ambuscade, pursued by the cavalry so closely 
that the horses rode right into the works and 
captured them with the machine guns, before 
the guns could open fire upon them. 


The lieutenant and twenty men survived this 
affair—one of the bloodiest and hardest fought 
in the war, in proportion to Ihe forces en- 
gaged. 
And 
the 
lesson 
of 
bowlder warfare 
learned by the lieutenant at this engagement 
was not forgotten. 


The second exploit of the lieutenant that , has 
been given special mention took place In the 
same region, after he had been appointed ob- 
server for the general staff. The Italian forces 
were holding an important pass against a 
very 
superior army of Austrians and Germans and 
were endeavoring to prevent the enemy from 
driving them back; for they realized that, once 
started backwards, it would be hard to' halt 
north of Piedmont. 
The loss of this pass ^jrac- 
tlcally meant loss or all the territory that had 
been gained since the beginning of the war by 
hard fighting and at the cost of many lives; 
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and ft meant, too, that the Italian efforts to 
get to Trent probably never would bear fruit. 


The number of defenders available was dls- 
couraglngly 
small, 
for the actlvltiea on the 
Izonzo front had called many away and some 
had been detached to watch the Swiss fron- 
tier; then, too, it was the desire of the gov- 
ernment at that time to send heip to the 3eri>- 
lans and the forces for those reasons were small 
as could be. Sarracinesca was at this point. He 
and the officers In command had studied for 
days Just how to strengthen the defenses that 
had been thrown up; and they believed tbey 
had accomplished all that was humanly possible 
in the way of preparation. 


Three violent attacks were repulsed only by< 
the hardest kind of fighting and at the expense 
of many lives, further weakening the position. 
Re-enforcements, promised dally, did not arrive. 
It seemed as though at the next attack tl^e 
Italians would be obliged to abandon the po- 


sitlon, and th« pau, and Italy, to the Invaders; 
for on both the two last attacks the Austrian 
soldiers had gained a foothold within the works, 
and had been driven out only by almost super- 
human work with the bayonet. 


After the usual heavy bombardment from light 
caliber guns, which continued from midnight 
on. the Austro-German army advanced again 
to the attack just as dawn glinted her rays 
back from the ice and snow of the pinnacles 
overhead. 
The lieutenant conceived a daring 
idea. 


He weighed the chances and decided they 
were his to risk. 
He spoke only a few words 
to the commander, and, leaving tliat Individual 
gasping at the sheer audacity and bravery of 
the young man, turned and made his way up 
the side of the pass, oy tl^ose "inching," (Seem- 
ingly endless methods that every Alpine climber 
knows must )}e. used when climbing in places 
where there Is dangW of starting an avalanche 


from above or below the climber. 


It was an avalanche that Sarracinesca had In 
mind. He had noted how a big glacler-ltke for- 
mation further along the pass shook and trem- 
bled with the shock of gunfire during the bom- 
bardment, and at once understopd that if he 
could dislodge the great mass of snow, ice and 
rock on the enemy, he would save the day. 


His idea saved the pass for Italy. The enemy 
was practically engulfed and his access to the 
pasi cut off by the huge avalanche. 


And before the path could be cleared and 
fresh attacks begun. re-enfor<^ements arrived, 
enabling the Italians to stay in the position 
which they hold to this day. 


Sarracinesca again was mentioned 
in 
dis- 
patches for having rendered the country In- 
estimable service 
And the lesson , of avalanche 
warfare was not overlookedi but has been em- 
ployed dt every possible opportunity by both 
sides in the Alpine engagement*,

ZEPEPLINSONCE 


RAIN D E A H LONDON 


Thirty Killed, Many More 
Wounded in Air Raid 
by Germans. 


Ixjndon. Sept. 25.—Of the tAvelve Zep- 
pelin? which invatled the British islef 
Saturdaj' night to deal death and de- 
struction from the skies, two today lay 
black masses of steel and aluminum in 
the little 
village 
of 
Mangold, Esse.\ 
county. 
They fell victims of the anti- 
aircraft defenses of Ivondon and outly- 
ing districts. 


One came down a 
flaming 
torch, as 
did vhe Zeppelin L-21, destroyed three 
weeks ago. i\hile the second, disabled 
by gun lire, effected a landing, which 
saved the lives of the crew of twenty- 
two men, who are prisoners. 
The crew 
of the first raider died in the consuming 
flames of their o^^•n ship. 


Raiders Take Heavy Toll, 


The ruilers took a heavy toll of lives 
before their 
destruction, 
twenty-eight 
persons 
being killed 
and 
ninety-nine 
wounded in the metropolitan district of 
London. 
Two persons were killed, prob- 
ably four, and seventeen were wound- 
ed in the provinces. 


The ])roperty damage, while 
widely 
distributed, 
is confined for the 
most 
part to small .suburban dwellings and 
sliops, although one railway station was 
damaged, some empty cars being de- 
stroyed, and part of the tracks torn up. 


Zeppelin Quickly Consumed, 


This latest raider to light its o\vn 
funeral way on"' f'nglish soil collapsed 
and was consume<l more quickly 
than 
the 1^-21. 
It is possible, though, that 
some of the men were still living when 
the great vessel struck tho ground. The 
captain's body was found gome distance 
from the Avreck. 


Tlie death and burning of the first 
Zeppelin was witnessed by tens of thou- 
sands of London's residents, but the de 
scent of the second was a matter of 
doubt until today's official st.atement? 
were giveu out. 
Few details are avail 
able of thifi second raider's 
condition 
but it is reliably reported that the crew 
surrendered to special constables. 


Many who saw tlie shrpanel burstin" 
like skyrockets :ibout the invader, whic^ 
subsequently 
caught fire , think ther«- 
must have 
been 
several 
direct hit'-- 
Manv aeroplanes were al^ft nnd attack- 
ed the Zenpclip=; from all sides. 


Few Reach the City. 


The roar of dropping bombs was hearr' 
in many 
districts, 
where 
the 
rnider' 
were invisible. 
It is not believed that 
more thnu two or three invading Zep- 
nelins which crossed tlie east coast .suc- 
ceeded in reachinfr the environs of Lon- 
don, and that two of thcFe paid tlic 
death penalty gives the grenteat satis- 
faction 
to 
the 
military 
authoritie- 
Apart from the loss in material the ciis- 
iialties of the last two raid.-i, it is be- 
lieved, will have a depressing effert or 
the morale of the Zeppelin crews in th" 
future. 


Arrested by Constable. 


The commander and twenty mercbers 
of the crew of the Zeppelin which was 
forced to land near an Esse.v 
coast 
town, w^ere arrested by the villag^e con- 
stable as they were marching along the 
road in the blasknoss of the night, ac- 
cording 
to the 
latest "witness" ac- 
count. 


"I am the commander of a German 
airship that has just come down and 
these are my crew," said the leader of 
the men when accosted by the consta- 
ble. 
Then the officer added: 
"Please 
allow me to go to the nearest postoffice 
so that I may telephone some one in 
IjOTulon who will let my wife know I 
am safe." 


The. constable replied that the com- 
mander was perfectly safe. 
At this 
juncture special constables came 
up 
and the prisonens were marched to tlie 
nearest detention camp, where it was 
found several of them were wounded. 


All the men wore dark blue uniforms 
and lifp-.saving waistcoat.s. 
None of 
them bore rifles. 


The village constable, in felling later 
of the coining down of the Zeppelin, 
said be heard the noise of the motors 
overhead and next saw a Zeppelin fly- 
ing seaward 300 feet up. 
Then, as if 
the commander of the airship feared 
tronble on the water, he turned back 
inland and in a few minutes "the air- 
ship floated liko a giant feather," land- 
ing in a farmer's orchard loss than 
thirty feet from the farmer's cottage. 


Two loud 
explosions followed 
and 
then a flare of a second's duration. The 
airship commander marched the men 
to the farmer's hou8« but the occu- 
pants of the house were too frightened 
to answer the knock so the Germans 
took to the road where they encoun- 
tered the con.stable. 
It Is believed en- 
gine trouble forced the descent of the 
Zeppelin.

It is 
merely a truce enforced upon the war- 
ring elements with a fixed basis of 
peace terms. It Is. merely a protocol 
adopted prior to a permanent treaty. 
Nobody need fear that the committees 
of congress which dealt with this ques- 
tion, nor congress as a body will ever 
deliberately disregard the rights of 
either <the railroads or their employes. 


They are both servants of the peo- 


ple working to maintain our great sys- 
tem of transportation and we legislated 
upon their Interests as such.

Mass of Snow 
and Rocks Dowr 
Upon Austrians,. Sac- 
rificing Own Life tc 
Win a Victory 
»*' 


OT so much haw been' writ- 


ten and said about the part. 
Italy plays In 
the great 


European vBnr'as there has 
been about ^the efforts of 
England. France and Ger- 
many to 
ot*rcome 
the 


Teutonic allies and, there- 


fore, the Impression has been gained by many 
people that Italy was not doing much—that her 
share consisted merely of keeping an Austrian 
force occupied with watching hen. 


Then, too. many people In this country, from 


the first moment, have regarded, with more or 
' less contempt the Italian Government for en- 
ttrlng the war an It did. The part of Italy has 
been, by many, looked upon as an Inglorious 
war, entered Ir.io solely for the benefit 01 her 
.landowners, In which aha was to pay In flesh 
um: .>lood of the common people'for new terrl- 


. toiici, Many, too, have accused her of treach- 
ery towards Austria and Germany, 
claiming 


• that, since she was bound with Ihem by treaty, 


My''"'^''.%/*''< .',• ~ .i'-.-dF 


she al least should have remained neutral since 
she \vas Indisposed to help them. 


• Itt.i all those beliefs .and accusations are 
wide of the mark. Italy was not forced into 
^he \v;ir by any dominant class—It was Gabriele 
ajAni.unr.lo, poet, idol of the common people, 
who, 
by Ills writings and speeches, drove the 


: government into making the'declaration against 


Austria-Hungary. 
It was the crystallized sen- 


. tirnent of a majority of all claaees that drove 


the government to declare war. 
•.The general belief that Italy has not done 
much Is a mistake.' It is true that she has not 
been able to accomplish just exactly the deeds 
that, the allied powers laid out for her In their 
general councils, but the failure to accomplish 
all" these things easily Is explained by the un- 
expected counter-offensive of the Austrians, 
which for a time entered onto Italian soil; and 


. .by the .threatening attitude of Germany, which 
..compelled Italy to use many of her troops as 
^ ». frontier guard along the Swiss-Italian'froij- 


; tier, where it had not been anticipated that any 
i would be needed. 
• "Tor a long time there were Indications, sufji- 
. cient to the Italian mind, that Germany would 


violate the neutrality of Switzerland, much in 
the lame manner as she had done with Bel- 
glum; and that a large army would be marched 
through the little republic and debouched into 


'•• Piedmont 
It seemed certain that the Swiss 


troops, efficient and well-equipped as they are 
reported to be, could not withstand for any 


'. length of time the assaults of a large German 


army; therefore, it was up to Italy to make 


• adequate provision to guard her frontier in 


•• this direction. And It must be borna in mind 
that this particular section of the frontier was 
unprotected by fortresses: all the large works 


... which serve as frontier guards at the present 


: time have been.built and put into service since 


the entrance of Italy into the conflict. 


This detraction of a large body of men from 


the Trenttno and Izono fronts where the actual 
: fighting was going on and in both of which 
locutions the Italians drove back the Teutons 
with heavy losses for considerable distances, 
served to make the Italian offensive much less 
strong than it might have been had there baen 
no need to detach these large bodies of troops. 


• Military experts have, given this as the cause 


of. Italy's failure to come up to the expectation 
of the English and French generals. 
But, at 


that,' the efforts of the peninsular men hav« 
done Just about as much good for the allies 
as' though til* war hnd been carried on In «x- 


i. ac'tlv the lines planned b- the conferences of 


commanders. 
They have kept an enormous 


force of Austrians and some Germans busy 
preventing their advance through Istria and 
trentino. and have Inflicted heavy losses on 


:.th« enemy, despite the heavy 
handicap of 


. mountainous country and 
strong 
fortresses. 


Built. to take advantage of every natural aJd 


. to' fortifications. 


.The. pluck, endurance anfl 
the 
unfaltering 


bravery of the Italian forces have been com- 
' merited upon but little; yet all these qualities 
;Kr9 to he found in almost superlative abundance 
1 rri all the army corps which havo been engaged 
• in the fighting. Even greater bravery and en- 
durance are required In this theater of the war 
thsn In Flanders and Champagne, or in "Volhy- 
nia- and the Caucasus. 
There Is only ono 


other «*ctor where war is waged with the de- 
gree of Intensity that marks the fighting on 
the Italian frontier—that is at Verdun. 


Every Italian battlefield and engagement !(i 


•» mlnlatnre Verdun. Jt Is a case of bayonet 
your way from point to point, from the fron- 
tier on into Trent or Trieste. Each man Is ro- 


• quired to be a thorough soldier, If, nothing root*. 
• 
To the Italians, trench warfare, as 
It !x 


practiced In Flanders and the other theaters 
ot war. Is ft thing impossible until they havo 
penetrated far Into the Austrian country. At 
the border line between Italy and the Austrian 
Tyrol lie the Carnlc Alps, a high 
mountain 


nuiga much sought by the mountain climbers 
In tiroes of peace. This la the range that 
Ceasar had great difficulty In crossing In the 
days of the Roman legions; that kept the Eng- 
lish armored Knights out of Italy when they 
were paying th«Ir visits of conquest to Spain; 
that always depressed the Louises of France 
when they were contending for th« Duchy of 
Savoy and other tidbits of territory: and which 


This range not only IB high, with few practi- 


cable passes, but It also Is built of granite' 
crags, and Its principal product is glaciers and 
avalanche*. 
Snow and Ico abound; there is 


little soil and where a top-soil does exist, it is 
not of sufficient depth to permit the digging 
of trenches, unlean the method of blostinp them 
out of solid rock' bo undertaken. Therefore, 
instead ot semlprotectlve trenches from which 
'to do their fighting with an occasional dash, 
the Italians were forced to plant themselves be- 
hind such cover as happened to be available— 
usually a largo rock or jutting crag—and to 
advance In open formation, over ground that 
made It almost impossible to preserve an align- 
ment, and to drive back the enemy at the point 
of the bayonet. 


The Austrians, because nf their long occupa- 


tion of this same country, and because they 
had prepared many strong positions through 
the mountain passes, were not confronted with 
the hardships the Italians had to bear and It 
was comparatively easy for a small Austrian 
force to hold n. larger Italian detachment 'at 
bay for a time sufficient to permit reserves to 
arrive and engage In the battle. 


But ey.en then, the Austrians havo been gen- 


erally the.losers. In only ono instance have 
they made a successful drive; at that time thej 
crossed the Eastern frontier line and occupied 
for a tima some square kilometers of Italian 
territory, from which they afterwards were 
forced by a counter-drive. 


It Is on the Trcntlno front that the worst of 


the hardships are to be met with. Many stories 
have drifted back. In addlton to the ones con- 
tained from time to time in the official reports 
of the day's fighting, telling of Individual and 
collective bravery and stoicism. 
Officers and 


men alike have been mentioned time and again 
for heroic deeds, and many have received hon- 
orable notice toe their quickness in conceiving, 
developing and putting into 
operation 
new 


methods of warfare, peculiarly adapted to the 
nature of this country and often suggested, by 
the surroundings In which a meeting with the 
enemy took place. 


Lieut. Giovanni Sarraclnesca. scion of an old 


family of the ancient nobility, 
whose 
fore- 


fathers had held titles as princes ot the church 
In the days before the temporal powers of the 
Popes were taken away, is one of those who 
recently was mentioned In dispatches for sev- 
eral services rendered the general staff in de- 
veloping new methods of warfare. 


•Sarracinesca. like many of the class to which 


he belongs, adopted the array as his profession 
early in life and was graduated from the Ital- 
ian National College to become an officer of 
one of the Piedmontese regiments—"Alpines"— 
as they are called. 
These are the sturdiest 


fighters in the entire Italian army and are 
the pride of the nation because of their many 
exploits in the present war. The nature of the 
country in which they are fighting is such as 
to bring o.nt to their full extent the peculiar 
values of these soldiers, whoso homes are in 
the mountains nml who are trained from youth 
to getting about the crags and pinnacles of 
the Tyrolose Alps. 


Though Sarraclr.csca was a youth—only 23 


when the war began—he wag judged an officer 
of sufficient capabilities to ho with a part of 
the advance guard In the Initial fighting, im- 
mediately after war was declared. And, .In ono 
of the first engagements of the conflict, he 
proved his worth and justified the confidence 
placed In him. with the result that he was de- 
tached from his command and made one of 
the "eyes of the general 
staff"—an 
officer 


whose duty is solely to study warfare as It is 
carried on In actual engagements, and to sug- 
gest to the commanding officers such changes 
and alterations of methods as may seem to 
him likely to result In benefit to the army. 


This explult of Sarraclnesca> 
never 
was 


mentioned In detail by *he general reports, 
but a aerceant of the Plodmontose regiment, of 
which his company formed a. part, lately re- 
counted the talc In all its details. It seems 
that.when the army first Invaded the Trentlno, 
making a sharp dash for the city from which 
the district derives its name, two companies of 
this regiment were sent far In advance of tho 
main body of troops, which was then endeavor- 
ing to fcrcc a passapc through a pass of tho 
Agno Valley. One of the companies was that 
In which Sarraclnesca was lieutenant. 


The first thing tho Italians knew of the af- 


fair was when the Austrian gunners opened 
up at close range. A shower of bullets from 


the sharpshooters of the Austria™ had martu 
jipecinl effort:) to kill the officers, for, in the 
first firing, all fell with the exception of (5ar- 
racluesca; and he received n. bullet in the left 
shoulder which, however, Inflicted only a flesh 
wound, though It caused considerable .loss of 
blood. 


Sarracinesca, however, was not daunted, and 


he quickly shouted commands to the men near- 
est him and succeeded in rallying the survivors 
of the volleys at a point about 800 yards to 
tho rear, where there was shelter from behind, 
and where he could hope to withstand even ft 
large force. 


The plan of the Austrian commander evident- 


ly hud been to destroy this entire detachment 
at a blow, but his command to fire had been 
given before it was entirely enfiladed, and, as 
a consequence, about two-thirds of the two 
companies had survived lu condition, to shoot 
a gun, although all the officers except Sar- 
racinesca had been stricken mortally. And, at 
that time, troopa were more eager for battle 
than they, are at present; so, seeing that some 
of the .Italians had escaped and that there wag 
only'a small number of them, the Austrian 
commander abandoned his well-chosen 
posi- 


tion and proceeded to pursue those troops which 
had withdrawn to the position chosen by the 
young officer. 


Seeing their advance, Sarraclnaeca withdrew 


his men up the steep side of the pass to a 
higher position, losing only a few In executing 
the movement. Now, he had a position with 
a natural breastwork, to which the enemy had 
to climb up a sleep path. But the Aualrians 
were not going to retire with this prey witnln 
what seemed easy reach, so a large force Im- 
mediately began an advance up the hill. 


Sarracinesca, himself,1 setting 
the 
example 


with- his unhurt arm, put a portion of the men 
to work, detaching huge granite .bowlders from 
their age-old bases and sending them hurtling 
down hill into the ranks of the enemy, break- 
ing up their formations and causing much con- 
fusion among them. 
The remainder 
of 
his 


force, working the guns as fast as they could 
fire accurately, poured a stream of lead into 
the attackers and many of them were killed. 
Five distinct charges were repulsed by thts 
method; then KarracincRca found, 
like 
tht 


Americans at Bunker Hill, that he hail no moru 
ammunition. 


The enemy soon found this out also, for the 


next charge the;: made wns opposed only by 
the rolling bowlders and by smaller stones, 
hurled with the full force of Hie sturdy moun- 
taineers. With o lusiy ch"er, thoy soon cov- 
ered the hillside and fiwarmen over the breast- 
work, behind which Parracinesca and his m«n 
were intrenched. There they were met with 
bayonet nnd stiletto. 


After twenty minutes or sucn primitive. sav- 


age,. relentless fichting. lie was able to call to 
the email knot of survivors 


"Here they come'" 
The sharp ping of rifles rang out. In the pass 


below, for the Austrian?, too, hart siphtc'l the 
oncoming force—a large detachment of cavalry, 
the horses steaming from their gallop ami the 
fording of streams, and tho men riding for 
all their worth, the while they unslung their 
carbines and prepared to get into action. 


But, they didn't pet. any action nt. this point, 


for tho Austrian commander, realizing that his 
force could not stand against a. body of heavy 
cavalry in the open, quickly withdrew the at- 
tacking column to the shelter of his previous 
ambuscade, pursued by the cavalry so closely 
that, the horses rodo right Into the works and 
captured them with the machine guns, before 
the guns could open fire upon them. 


Tho'lieutenant and twenty men survived this 


affair—one of tho bloodiest and hardest fought 
in the war. In proportion to the forres en- 
gaged. 
And tho lesson nf bowlder warfare 


learned by the lieutenant at this engagement 
was not forgotten. 


The second exploit of the lieutenant that has 


been given special mention took place In tho 
same region, after ho had been appointed ob- 
server for the general staff. The Italian forces 
wcr* holding an Important pass against a vary 
superior army of Austrians and Germans and 
were endeavoring to prevent the enemy from 
driving them back: tor they realized that, once 
started backwards. I' would be hard to halt 
north of Piedmont. The loss of this pass prac- 
tically meant losa of all the territory that had 


marked the southern limits of Napoleon's do- , ri.lcs and machine guns plowed through and been gained since the beginning of the war by 


through the small command; andr seemingly, hard fighting and at the cost of many lives: 


ana It meant, too. that the Italian efforts to 
get to Trent probably never would bear fruit. 


The number of defenders available was dls- 


couraglngly small, for the activitl»,» on the 
Izonz'i front had called many away and some 
hnd been detached to watch the Swiss fron- 
tier; then, too. It was tho desire of the gov- 
ernment at that time to send heip to the Serb- 
ians and the forces for those reasons were small 
as could be. Sarracinesca was at this point. Ho 
and the officers In command had studied for 
days Just how to strengthen the defenses that 
had been thrown up: and they believed they 
had accomplished all that was humanly possible 
in the way of preparation. 


Thre* violent attacks were repulsed only by 


the hardest kind of fighting and at the expense 
of many lives, further weakening the position. 
Re-enforcements, promised daily, did not arrive. 
It seemed as though" at the next attack tho 
Italians would .bo obliged to abando'h tho po- 


sition, and the pass, and-Italy, to the invaders; 
for on both the two last attacks the Austrian 
soldiers had gained a foothold within tho works, 
and had be»n driven out only by almost super- 
human work with the bayonet. 


After the usual heavy bombardment from light 


caliber guns, which continued from 'midnight 
on, the Auslro- German army advanced again 
to the attack just as dawn glinted her rays 
back from the Ice and snow of the pinnacles 
overhead. The lieutenant conceived a daring 
Idea. 


He weighed the chances and decided they 


were his to risk. He spoke only a few words 
to the commander, and, leaving that individual 
gasping at the sheer audacity and bravery of 
the young man, turned and made his way up 
the side of the pass, Dy these "Inching." seem- 
ingly endless methods that every Alpine climber 
knows must be used when climbing in places 
where there Is danger of starting an avalanche 


from above or below the climber. 


It was an avalanche that Surraclnesca had in 


mind. He had noted how a big glacier-like for- 
mation further along the pass shook and trem- 
Med with the sl.ock of gunfire during the bom- 
bardment, and at once understood that if he 
could dislodge the great mass of snow. Ice and 
rock on the enemy, he would save the day. 


His idea saved the pass for Italy. The enemy 


was practically engulfed and his access to th« 
pass cut oft by the huge avalanche. 


And before the path could be cleared Rnd 


fresh ^attacks begur., re-enforccmcnts arrived, 
enabling the Italians to stay In the position 
which they hoT3 to this day. 


Sarracinesca apxln was mentioned 
In dis- 


patches for having rendered the country In- 
estimable service 
And tho lesson of avalanche 


warfare was not overlooked, hut h.-.s been em- 
ployed at every possible opportunity by both 
sides in the Alr.mo engagements.
